Bu charest, Ju ly 20—<U.R>—?At 
aye when most b oys are b eginning 
to go to school, 
Prince 
Michael, 
fair-haired 
and frail, today was 
proclaimed King of Rou mania. 
The solemn ceremonial of procla­ 
mation took place a little less than 
16 hou rs after the lad’s grandfather. 
King Ferdinand, had .died from 
a 
cancerou s 
condition 
which 
for 
months had threatened his life. 
The three memb ers of the cou ncil 
of regents who will have 
npminal 
charge of affairs of state 
du ring 
the you ngster’s minority took their 
oaths that they wou ld su pport the 
monarch and the constitu tion. 
The president of parliament then 
lou dly proclaimed 
the arrival 
of 
“ King Michael the first.” 
A hoy who will not b e six years 
old u ntil Octob er 21 then came for­ 
ward to assu me the 
ru le 
of some 
20,000,000 people. 
King Michael I b ecame the legal 
heir to the throne on Decemb er 31, 
1925, when his father Prince Carol, 
renou nced rights to the su ccession. 
Carol went to Paris while the hoy’s 
mother, Princess Helen of Greece, 
remained in Bu charest. 
The regency cou ncil is composed 
of the new King’s u ncle, Prince Ni­ 
ch o la s, the Rou manian 
Patriarch, 
and ju stice of the su preme cou rt. 
The b ody will lie in state 
u ntil 
Satu rday. 
Ferdinand, his b ody wasted 
b y 
his months-long fight against the in­ 
ro a ds of cancer, died at 2:15 a. in., 
today in the arms of his wife. Qu een 
Marie. 
Two of his children, Prince 
Ni­ 
cholas and Princess Ileana, were at 
the b edside almost continu ally du r­ 
ing the last state of the King’s pro 
longed illness. Prince 
Carol, 
who 
renou nced his rights of su ccession, 
was reported on a motor trip from 
Paris. 
The monarch’s grandson, 
Crown 
Prince Michael, son of Carol 
and 
Princess Helen of 
Greece, 
knelt 
near the King as death came. 
In 
addition to Qu een Marie 
of Rou - 
mania, Qu een Marie of Ju go-Slavia 
and ex-Qu een Elizab eth 
of Greece 
also were at the b edside. 
News of King Ferdinand’s 
death 
swept over Rou mania and at once 
the nation displayed its mou rning 
crepe.

vice^, Av Vtho ut however, mentioning 
any one else for a candidate. 
The scramb le to line u p su pport

Additional Arrests Expected In The 
Calumet Region 


'A wheat- cu tting and 
threshing 
comb ine, the first, ever to b e sold in 
this cou nty, is attracting mu ch a t­ 
tention on the Y\ ill Au stin 
farm, 
sou thwest of Milroy, where it is b e­ 
ing u sed b y Mr. Au stin in 
pu tting 
his wheat u pon the market. 
The new machine is also only one 
of three, said to b e in operation in 
the state, and is a new ventu re for 
Indiana farmers, 
which 
has good 
prospects for the fu tu re. 
The comb ine, when watched this 
morning in the field at the 
Au stin 
farm, was working in good 
shape 
and delivering a clean su pply 
of 
wheat. The harvest on ttys farm is 
b eing done b y only Mr. Au stin, and 
a few wagons which are 
u sed 
to 
hau l the grain to market. 
The comb ine does away with the 
idea that farmers have had 
for 
years, that it is necessary for 
the 
wheat to stand and cu re 
in 
the 
shock for a cou ple of weeks b efore 
threshing. The machine is pu lled b y 
a tractor, and cu ts a path ten feet 
wide down throu gh the field. t 
As the b inder cu ts the wheat, it 
is tossed into the separator, which 
is a part of the equ ipment. In 
the 
separator the wheat 
grains 
are 
stored in a 30 b u shel capacity b ox, 
and the straw comes ou t b ehind in 
rows. 
This morning, as 
the 
comb ine 
worked its way arou nd the field, 
it wou ld stop on each trip. A team 
of horses and a wagon wou ld drive 
u p alongside to the chu te, and 
the 
b in on the separator wou ld b e op­ 
ened and the grain removed. 
The harvest b y this method 
re­ 
du ces the preliminary lab or of cu t­ 
ting the wheat and stacking it 
in 
shocks, which mu st he 
gathered 
later and b rou ght to a 
threshing 
ou tfit. Many teams are requ ired u n­ 
der the old method of collecting the. 
shocks for the separator, and 
also 
in taking the grain to market. 
The 
comb ine does the work 
of 
more 
than 20 harvest hands, and makes a 
clean sAv eep of from 30 to 40 acres 
a day. 
It Avas a lso po inted o ut this mo r­ 
ning tha t the co mbine Av o rks ev en 
better in a field o f so y bea ns, a nd 
when this cro p is ha rv ested 
this 
fa ll by Mr. Austin 
ma ny 
fa rmers 
will be o n ha nd to Av itness 
the dem 
o nstra tio n. 
Mr. Au stin has several fields of 
Av hea t, a nd if the weather continu es 
to rema in dry, his threshing ou tfit 
Av ill no dou b t a ttra ct large crowds.

Only Admiral Frederick

vented him from accompanying W. 
C. Bridgeman, Viscou nt Cecil, 
and 
Captain Egerton when they left last 
night for London. 
Bridgeman insisted ju st b efore he

the cab inet and perhaps to receive 
neAv instru ctions.

This is because of the thick 
mulch of leal* litter 
and 
branches 
which they drop‘upon the ground. 
“ Furthermore they are constantly 
feeding humus into the soil

The absorption of water by for­ 
est soil is a factor, 
also. 
Greeley 
explained that a German 
scientist 
had found that in open 
areas 
54 
percent of the 
water 
precipitated 
filtered into ihe earth, while 
forest 
land having similar soil and topo­ 
graphy soaked up 74 percent. Thus, 
it is shown, forest land acts as 
a 
sponge to take in water which 
on 
bare land rushes into streams 
and 
heightens their flood stages. 
Turning from large streams 
to 
small watersheds, Zon said that “ it 
forests cannot prevent great floods 
in large river basins, they can and 
do prevent small 
floods 
in small 
watersheds. 
“ It lias 
become 
a 
recognized 
principle in the older countries that 
in order to bring a river system un­ 
der permanent control, 
the 
work 
m u st 
start,

“ If the spring floods of this year 
on the Mississippi prove anything,

to face the real problem and have 
only added to the future task.

stallizes after an analysis of the de­ 
vastation wrought 
in the southern 
Mississippi Valley this spring. . 
Forests, of themselves, 
do 
not 
prevent floods. They could not have 
prevented the Mississippi flood this 
spring. But 
they minimize floods, 
and must be considered as a basic 
part of any extensive flood control 
program. This is tin* conclusion 
oi 
two qualified experts 
who 
present 
their view through “ American For­ 
ests and Forestry Life, 
a maga­ 
zine, 
W. 
B. 
Greeley, 
chief 
oi 
the United States forestry service, 
and Raphael Zon, director of 
the 
Lake 
States 
Forest 
Experiment 
Station, at St. Paul, Minnesota. 
“ In dealing with 
this 
problem, 
forestry should be the hand-maiden 
of engineering; 
but as 
a 
hand­ 
maiden it has a valuable service of­ 
fer,” Greeley says, summarizing. 
The chief office of forests is in 
reducing erosion, and thus in cur­ 
tailing tin* amount of slit which cinp-- 
ties into river 
waters 
and 
raises 
their levels, it is the consensus 
oi 
both experts. 
“ If soil erosion, either from de­ 
nuded forest slopes 
or 
cultivated 
fields is not stopped, there is little 
likelihood that floods will ever 
he 
controlled,” Zon said. 
“ It is not so much the storage of 
water in the forest floor thnt gives 
forests such a prominent part in tin* 
regulation of stream flow 
as their 
ability to prevent erosion. 
Erosion 
lias a most important baring upon 
the height of flood waters in the riv­ 
ers, since the sediment «carried 
by 
the rivers and the coarser detritus 
brought down by 
smaller 
stream 
volume to such'an extent that 
the 
height of the water is raised 
tar 
iieyond the point it would reach if it 
came free from the detritus and sed­ 
iment. ” 
Zon pointed out that the increase 
in height and violence of floods in 
the mountain streams of the south­ 
ern Appalachians is attributed to the 
denudation of the steep 
mountain 
slopes and the consequent erosion. 
“ Anv vegetable cover tends

loudly proclaimed the arrival

A boy who will not be six years 


old until October 21 then came for- 
ward to assume the rule of some 
20,000,000 people 


King Michael I became the legal 


heir to the throne on December 31, 
1925, when his father Prince Carol, 
renounced rights to the succession. 
Carol went to Paris while the boy's 
mother, Princess Helen of Greece, 
remained in Bucharest. 


The regency council is composed 


of the new King's uncle, Prince Ni- 
cholas, the Roumanian 
Patriarch, 


and justice of the supreme court 


Tile body will lie in state until 


Saturday. 


Ferdinand, his body wasted 
by 


his months-long-fight against the in- 
roads of cancer, died at 2:15 a. m., 
today in the arms of his wife. Queen 
Marie.

Pramater Admits He Has Been Uek 
tt hy Demand Far Tickets-fiatt

New York, July 20—(OB—Jack 


Dempscy and Jack Sharkey, the 
principals in another one of Tex 
Rickard's million dollar shows, billec 
for the Yankee stadium tomorrow 
night, were resting today near the 
scene of battle. 


Sharkey finished his work yester- 


day in the hot house on the top o; 
Madison Square Garden and Demp- 
sey came in from White Sulphur 
Springs, where he trained for what 
he hopes to be his great comeback 


While the trainers of 
the two 


fighters were planning to put their 
charges through, the last limbering 
up exercises, the fatigued clerks in 
Kicfcard' office were laboring through 
a basket full of last order demands 
for a "seat in the front row. 


Rickard was hiding out, after 


leaving the announcement in his of- 
fice that he "had been licked by the 
demand for tickets." Joe Boynton 
and Benny Bennett, his star men 
in the box office, were willing to 
express the opinion that no fight in 
history had attracted the same de- 
mand for tickets and that the gate 
was sure to be more than a million 
and a quarter of dollars. 


Sharkey was still an eight to five 


favorite in the betting today. Com- 
missioners who take and place bets 
predicted that the Boston 
heavy- 


weight might be 'better than 
two 


to one before they enter the ring. 
The stories about Dempsey's crippled 
left arm, which have been grossly ex 
aggcrated, has influenced the betting 
odds considerably. 


If there is anything the matter 


with Dempsey's left arm or his right 
arm or his Igt leg or his right leg, 
this writer is as blind as a bat, Leo 
F»ynn, Uenipsey's manager, did say 
in Saratoga in the presence «f the 
writer that Dempsey's muscles had 
been sore and that bandages were 
used on him at night but he cer- 
tainly did not say that there was 
anything serious in the soreness. 


"If there is anything wrong with 


that fellow's arm, we're glad of it 
.because he would have ruined us 
if tfcey were right," Dave Shade 
and Marty Burke said. 


Dempsey 
reiterated last night

few rounds," Dempsey said.

Bremian and I went fifteen rounds 
against Tom Gibbons and don't let 
anyone tell you that Gibbous was a 
cinch then. 


"That stuff about my bad arm is 


the bunk. I feel just as well jiow as 
I did .before the Firpo fight and you 
newspapermen seem to think that 
that was my .best fight."

Sharkey is going to fight; the smart 
money knows hoig Dempsey will fight 
because he never has fought any 
other way.

champion.

(s Dempsey is able to stand on his 
feet he can knock out any heavy- 
weight in the business with' one 
punch. Sharkey is no one punch kil- 
ler and he has been stopped many 
more times than Dempsey.

They could not have 
prevented tne Mississippi flood this 
spring. But they minimize, floods, 
and must be considered as a basic 
fiart of any extensive flood control 
M-ogram. This is the conclusion of 
two qualified experts who present 
their view through "American For- 
estsx and Forestry Life," a maga- 
zine, 
W. B. Greeley, chief 
of 


the United States forestry service, 
and tfaphael Zon, director of^ the 
Lake 
States Forest 
Experiment 


Station, at St. Paul, Minnesota. 


"Jn dealing with this . problem, 


forestry should be the hand-maiden 
of engineering; but as 
a hand- 


maiden it has a valuable service of- 
fer,"'Greeley says, summarizing. 


The chief office of forests is in 


reducing erosion, and thus in cur- 
tailing the amount of slit ivhieh emp- 
ties into river waters and raises 
their levels,, it is the consensus of 
Itoth experts. 


"If soil erosion, either from de- 


nuded forest slopes 
or cultivated 


fields is not stopped, there is little 
likelihood that floods will ever 
be 


controlled," Zon said. 


"It is not so much the .storage of 


water in the forest floor that gives 
forests such a prominent part in the 
regulation of stream flow as their 
ability to prevent erosion. 
Erosion 


has a most important baring upon 
the height of flood waters in the riv- 
ers, since the sediment carried by 
the .rivers and the coarser detritus 
brought down by smaller 
stream 


volume to such'an extent that the 
height of the water is raised 
far 


i»eyond the point it would reach .if it 
came free from the detritus and sed- 
iment." 


'Zon poin&d out that the increase 


in height and violence of floods in 
the mountain streams; of - the south- 
ern Appalachians is attributed to the 
denudation of the steep mountain 
slopes and the consequent erosion. 


'Any vegetable covet; tends to 


reduce erosion," Greeley says. "But 
forests usually perform .this func- 
tion more effectively and perman- 
ently than any other tvpe of rjafeta. 


tion. This is because of l;|^e~ thick 
mulch of leaf litter and"" branches 
which they drop 'upon' tbVfrBund. 


"Furthermore they are c-ttstantly 


feeding humus into-the soil 
itself, 


increasing its porosity and~fiinding- 
its mineral constituents. And the 
mass of roots 
of the trees and 


shrubs have an enormous 'binding 
power of their own." 


The absorption of water by for- 


est soil is a factor, also. Greeley 
explained that a German scientist 
had found, that in open areas 54 
percent of the water precipitated 
filtered into the earth, while 
forest 


land having similar soil and topo- 
graphy soaked up 74 percent. Thus, 
it is shown, forest land acts as a 
sponge to take in water, which on 
bare land rushes into streams and 
heightens their flood stages, 


Turning from large streams 
ta 


small watersheds, Zon said that "if 
forests cannot prevent great floods 
in.large river-basins, they can and 
do prevent small floods in small 
watersheds. 


"tt has become a recognized 


principle in the older countries that 
in-order to bring a river system un- 
der permanent control, the 
work 


must start, not at the 
mouth 


but at its source, and be confined 
chiefly to the re-establishment of 
"a forest cover at the headwaters of 
the stream." 


Both Zon and Greeley point out 


that not one system of flood control, 
but many, will have to be utilized, 
each aiding the other.
